ON  TPIE  CULTIVATION  OF  POTATOES. 

THIS  root  delights  moft  in  a  rich  loom  ;  but  not  too 
moid — wet  land  producing  too  much  top  and  watry  fruit, 
which  will  not  keep  through  the  winter,  and  always  ftrong 
and  unpleafant  to  the  tafte.  Very  dry  land  produces  a 
fuaall  cropi  and  nutiy  fruit.  Land  that  is  apt  to  bake,  as 
wc  commonly  phrafe  it,  fhould  alfo  be  avoided. 

The  earth,  for  this  orop,  hhould  be  well  ploughed  and 
kept  clear  of  wheels,  but  not  fhady,  as  an  orchard,  Sec. 
But  the  principal  error  in  attending  a  field  of  potatoes  is 
the  enormous  hilling.  1  have  found,  by  experience,  that 
if  potatoes  are  planted  in  a  mellow  foil,  they  need  fcarce- 
ly  any  hilling ;  they  will  bed   theinfelves   at  the  cliitance

J  Wsken'not  to  earth  them  too  much.  Never  let  tkem  be  co- 
vered above  four   inches,    and  this   hilling  mud  be  given 
with  difcretion  ;   for,  if  they  have    bedded  therafelves,  as 
they  will  in  mellow   land,   four    inches,  and  you  add  four 
inches  more  earth,  -you   fuffocate  thf    fruit.  Take  an  ex- 
ample.  Potatoes,  juPr  before  they  blcffom,  begin  to  form 
their  bulbs.   If  you  leave  them   now,  the  fruit   will  grow 
\i  rapidly,  but  if  you  fiiould  add  earth  to  the  hill,  the  young 
j  -bulbs,  for  want  of  th  it    air  that  caa  .pervade  four  incites 
j  of  the  earth,  will    pcrifli,   and   others   will    (prout   above  , 
<j  them.  This  will  De  the  progrefs  of  nature  fo  long  as  you 
ri  continue  to  burden  thcaiwith  earth.  Therefore,  to  procure 
8  ancarJyerop  of  potatoes  be  furatogive  them  yourlaft  earth 
as  loon  as  tin  pliat  is  big   enough   to  recede  it.     When 
they  know  (exCufe  the  mode  of  exprefilon)  that  you  have 
\  l;lt  off  earthing  them.,  they  will  begin  t©  vigetate  and  in- 
jj  creaie  with  great  rapidity,  but   will  not,  while  you  keep 
hardening   and  ftifleing  them.

If  you  harveft  them  before 
thsy.are  rtpe^  t!ie  juice  will  be  crude  ;  they  will  be  un- 
plcsfant  to  the  tafte  and  will  not  keep  fo  well  as  if  fuf- 
fered  to  growrlonger.  The  fign  of  ripenefs  of  this  fruit 
is  the  turning  and  fading  of  the  leaf  and  fhrinking  of  the 
flalk.  It  is  remarkable,  that,  in  almoft  all  bulbous  roots, 
efpecially  the  onion  and  potatoej  that  they  receive  firft 
nourishment  from  the  root,  and  £nUh  their  growth  by 
what  they  receive  from  the  top.

The  procefs  is  to  powr  fix  gallons  of  water  on  a  bulhel 
of  the  (hells  of  peas,  and  boil  the  whole  until  the  (hells 
are-infipid  to  the  tafte.  Potnr  off  the  water,  which  will 
be  very  fweet,  into  a  clean  tub  or  keg,  and  add  to  it  a 
in't  of  yeaft  and  two  ounces  of  ginger  in  powder.  In  a 
[Jtvort  time,  fermentation  will  take  place  ;  and,  when  it  is 
complete,  the  beer  will  be  fit  for  ufe.
